‘ Month ; and the Prelates and other Depu- 
€ ties of which it was compos’d had an Audi- 
‘ence of leave of the King with the ufual 
* Ceremonies ; the Cardinal de Noailles, 
‘ Archbifhop of Paris, their Prefident, being 


‘at their Head. On that Occafion, Monfi- 


‘eur de Nefmond, Archbifhop of Alby, 
‘ made the following Speech to the King in 
‘the Name of the Affembly. 


HE Paftours that are an illuftri- 
© ous Part of that Catholick 
Church which is belov'd of 
€ Jefus Chrift as his Spoufe, and 
‘which the Kings .of the Earth refpe@ as 
‘theer Mother, are come before the princi- 
‘pal Throne in the World, to renew to 
‘your Majefty their accuftom’d Homage : 
‘ They have alfo this Day impos’d on me the 
‘ glorious but difficult Task of their Orator, 
‘and I am difcharging that Function with 
‘ great Satisfaction, fince I have the Honour 
‘to addrefs my felf to the greateft and beft 
‘of Mafters, and in behalf of a body of 
‘Meh that have render’d themfelves worthy 
‘ of his Affection and Efteem. — 
€ Sir, Our Affembly began with moft hum- 
‘ble Thanks for the Favour your Majefty 
¢ had fhewn in calling us together ; in all our 
© Seffions our Care has been to obey and 
* pleafe you. We have broke up with Accla- 
‘ mations and good Wifhes for you. We do 
‘now in your Majefty’s Prefence, invoke the 
© Almighty to profper the moft excellent 
* Reign aa ever was; and while you are 
* encountering the Enemies of your King- 
‘dom and Religion, to confer on your Sa- 
‘cred Perfon thofe Bleflings of Grace ‘and 
‘Sanity, which we receive from Jefus 
‘ Chrift himfelf, in the Holy Sacrifice of 
‘our Altars; and beg of God that he 
* would put anend toa fatal War, which you 
‘ maintain not fo much on account of your 
© own Intereft, as for the Glory and De- 
‘fence of the Sanctuary. 
When I had the Honour of 
* your Majefty ‘five Years ago upon the like 
‘ Sonar Yo at prefent, you had juft gi- 
* ven Peace to your Kingdom and to all Eu- 
‘rope. Plenty and Happinefs began to re- 
‘ vive in all the Provinces of your flourifhing 


‘Empire. You had form’d great Schemes 


‘ for the Welfare of Religion and the Prof- 


© perity of the Church. ‘Your Defires were 


** the fame that all good Princes have ever 
had, namely, to eftablifh and fecure the 
publick Felicity : being truly fenfible that 
the Grandeur of the Regal Dignicy is bett 
exprefs'd in doing Good, you had no other 
Thoughts than to render your Reign as 
dear to,your People by your Beneficence, 
as ‘tis Tormidable to your Enemfes by 
your Power. 

* But Envy robb’d us of the happy Days 


ou was contriving for us; a rettic{s and 


ana 


which fo much Blood as had been fhed had 
not extinguifh'd ; form’da powerful Confe- 
deracy, that would be formidable to an 

other Prince but you ; and {acrificed the fa- 


Views: A Family that formerly protected 
Juftice and Ufurpation, dares now attack 
a lawful King ; and all Europe is become 
either the Accomplice or Victim of its Am- 
bition. 
© Sir, The Ufe to which the free Gift we 
have made your Majefty is put, diffipates all 
our Scruples and fatisfies our Cont{ciences,. 
Weare prompted by Principles of Religion, 
not to be {paring to a Prince whois Prote@or 
of that Religion: "Tis fit the Church fhould 
exert it felf for the Defence and Preferva- 
tion of the State ; ’tis fic the Clergy fhould 
refign their All to your Prudence and Piety, 
bn teach all your People to devote their 
Lives and Fortunes to your Service. 

* All the Dominions of a Prince who had 
fo many Obligations to adhere to your In- 
tereft, are almoft reduc’d to your Obedi- 
ence. His Vigilance and Courage have 
not been able to ftop the Progrefs of your 
Arms ;-a!l his Refiftance has ferv’d only to 
render your Conquefts the more glorious: 
But Sir, fhall I dare to fay it? the Condug& 
of that Prince grieves us, and other Tri- 
umphs elfewhere would give us purer Joy. 
Ill Counfels have mifled him ; his Repen- 
tance might abate your Indignation. The 
Auguft Princefs, who is fprung from him, 
and whorh Heaven gave to France for our 
Happynefs, may once more be the Band of 
a Peace more durable than the former. In 
favour of fo belov'd a Pledge you will for. 
get your juft Refentments ; being always 
ready to yield to Motives of Chriftianiry,
